Winnipeg, July 2. — The story of the 
burning of the Imperial Limited train 
in the west on Sunday evening 
was told by passengers who arrived 
in the city today. 

""We had passed Bassano station," 
said two of the gentlemen, "and were 
approaching Lathom. These points 
are located just half way between 
Calgary and .Medicine Hat. We were 
sitting quietly in the sleeping car 
when we became aware that ihere 
was something wrong, from the man- 
ner In when the train was runnng and 
from the sound of the cars bump- 
ing on the ties. A moment later the 
the rear wheels of the sleeping car la 
which we were seated slipped from 
the rails and then the train came to 
a standstill. 

"As quickly a possible we all escap- 
ed from the car, hut brief as the time 
was which we spent in making out 
way from the train, the fire, which 
had burst out in the express car, was 
quicker still. No sooner had wo pass- 
ed from the train than we saw the 
express ear enveloped In flames. The 
wind was blowing quite a gale in the 
direction of the balance of the coaches, 
and it was apparently that most, if not 
all, would bo burned. 

"The engine was safely on the rails, 
hut It was on the wrong side of the 
fire to render Immediate assistance. 
The engineer at once ran into Lathom 
station and ga,vo Information there of 
the disaster which had happened t 
the train. An engine was hurried to 
the scene from Uassuno, and It arrived 
in time to save the dining' car and 
three sleeping cars from the fire. Be- 
fore the engine arrived, however, the 
express car had been burned, three 
cars of fish had been wholly consumeA 
the baggage car was gone, the colonist 
car, first class car and tourist car. 

"The colonist car had been filled 
with Chinese, one of whom had his 
arm broken and another received 
slight injuries. 

"The only grave injury was that 
sustained by the express messenger 
Ho was standing at a distance from 
the car when an acetyllne gas tank ex- 
ploded, hut ho had the misfortune to 
he struck in the. groin by the top of 
the tank, receiving severe injuries. The 
doctors did everything that medical 
skill could do to relieve his sufferings, 
but he died on the train." 

The dead messenger in wreck was 
William McKinley, of Ornngeville, Ont. 
His body was brought east ami will be 
taken to Orangevllle for interment.

Tokio, July 2.— The Nichi Nichi, in 
t leader, regrets the necessity of being 
compelled to write on tho, American 
question in defence of the rights of 
Japanese compatriots in San Fransls- 
co. 

"Development of the anti-Japanese 
sentiment," says the Nichi NIclil, 
"shows signs of a progressive and 
systematic movement aiming at tho 
deprivation of the sources of livelihood 
of our compatriots. The last clause of 
article second of tho treaty can prop- 
erly be called Into operation only after 
a law has been passed, but no legal 
steps have been taken by the federal 
government disabling the Japanese 
from engaging in the employment 
agency business. -The action of tho 
San Francisco authorities is unbear- 
able. Neither the Washington nor the 
Toklo governments can remain inac- 
tive in view of the latest action of tho 
San Francisco authorities against tho 
Japanese. Tho time has come when 
the traditional friendship between 
both nations shall bo demonstrated in 
some concerted form." 

Tho Nichi Nichi is owned by Kato, 
Viscount Hayashi's predecessor in tho 
foreign office. He Is a tried diplomat 
of more than ordinary calibre, and is 
one of the trusted lieutenants of Mar- 
quis Ito. Diplomatic questions that 
find expresslo In the Nichi Nichi 
form one of the most Important meters 
of Japanese sentiment. 

Movement of tho Fleet. 

Washington, July 2. — "No, Japan 
would not regard it as an unfriendly 
act if the American government saw 
fit to increase her naval representation 
in her territorial waters on tho Pacific 
Coast, or even if she sent additional 
men of war to tho Asiatic station. Sho 
would not look upon it as a menace or 
regard it with regret." 

These are tho words of Viscount 
Aoki, the Japanese Ambassador to tho 
United States, when his attention waa 
called today to published reports that 
the secretary of tho navy recommend- 
ed to the president that the battle- 
ships of the Atlantic fleet be sent 
around to the Pacific coast. At tho 
same time the ambassador expressed 
a great deal of interest in tho stories 
printed, and asked if they were true. 
He disliked, ho said, to appear in tho 
public prints when there was no occa- 
sion for it, but he felt at perfect lib- 
erty to say what he did on the sub- 
ject. 

The ambassador recalled tho custom 
and practice of nations to send fleets 
in the waters of other nations, and in- 
stanced tho fact that, very recently 
several Japanese warships had visited 
the waters at Jamestown. 

For the moment the embassy offici- 
ally is not contemplating any action 
in 'hi of the denial of intel-

Henderson thought this 
correct. 

To these gentlemen the Mayor re- 
plied that he had been Informed bv a 
lady connected with the hospital that 
there were as many charitable cases 
treated there as there were at the 
Jubilee hospital.

THE BY- LAV/ VOTE. 

The ratepayers are tailed i.pon today 
to vote uiion thrtu* by-laws. One of 
them Is to provide for extensions of 
the sewer system. Under our rather 
strange plan of municipal government, 
this 'by-law may be defeated by tho 
votes of people, who are not financially 
Interested to the extent of a single 
dollar In the result. Only the property 
owners in whose interest directly the 
money must be expended will have to 
bear (he burden, but there are a num- 
ber of people In Victoria who seem to 
take an unholy delight In voting 
against all money by-laws, and If 
these turn out and vote, and other 
people remain at home, this necessary 
measure may be defeated. We there- 
fore urge upon all ratepayers, who ap- 
preciate the necessity of carrying for- 
ward our system of sewerage, to at- 
tend at the polls today and vote for 
the sewer by-law. 

There are two other by-laws sub- 
mitted for public approval, of which 
we cannot find much to say that Is 
favorable. One of them is to provide 
for the sale of that part of the James 
Hay flats, which is not occupied by 
tho Empress Hotel, and the other is for 
the sale of the unused part of the area 
purchased for the Driving Park. It 
does not occur to us that this is the 
time when the city ought to sell Its 
real estate. It may be urged with 
some show of reason that it would be 
yell to sell the James Bay property 
to people w'.o will improve it, but in 
our humble judgment it would be bet- 
ter for the city to spend a little money 
in making the property sightly, and 
then hold It for a time. Perhaps in 
tho course of a year or two it might 
be deemed good judgment not to sell 
it at all. In regard to the land near 
the Driving Park, our view of the ctWiC 
is that this Is first class property to 
keep. It is certain to increase in value, 
and although wo appreciate the financ- 
ial needs of the city, we do not think 
that it is good policy for a municipal- 
ity, any more than for an individual, 
to sell assets, which are advancing In 
value, for the purpose of getting 
money to expend In current business. 
The areas, which it Is proposed to sell, 
will bring a large sum of money one 
of these days, and there is a p'rospect 
that Victoria will be confronted with 
largo capital expenditures before long. 
If money is needed to meet current 
needs the proper way to get it is by 
levying a tax. We should not like 
to see these two last mentioned by- 
laws carried. 



the government itself undertaking this 
work. It requires clo.^e and business- 
like nttentlon, such ns can only be 
gU'en by men who have a business 
interest in tho result, and who stand 
to lose in case of failure. There Is a 
very large area of land in this province 
adapted for settlement, and . the Col- 
onist suggests that tho government 
might very properly consider if some 
arrangement cannot bo made whereby 
responsible people can be induced 
to undertake tho colonization of a por- 
tion of the unoccupied area. In any 
such plan the parties undertaking to 
colonize any area ought to be bound 
down by very stringent provisions In 
the contract, and tho area sold to them 
ought to be so selected that the gov- 
ernment would retain equally good 
land In tho same locality. 

The present time seems auspicious 
for entering upon a policy of this kind. 
The Dominion government has adopt- 
ed it to a limited extent in the prairie 
region, and our advices are to the ef- 
fect that excellent results followed. We 
are Informed that settlers prefer to 
buy from companies to taking up areas 
by preemption, even though they have 
to pay an enhanced price. We assume 
that this is for two reasons, one of 
them being that the company will sell 
in Iota to suit purchasers-, and the j 
other is that the company seeks the 
settlers, and is able to offer them land 
closely adjacent to other settlers. We 
ari' very much of the opinion that 
the provincial government would be 
well-advised If it would take this mat- 
ter of colonization into very serious 
consideration at an early day. 



NATIONAL HONOR AN ASSET. 

Speaking at the Canadian Club din- 
ner in London on Dominion Day, Lard 
Strathcona, referring to the increase of 
American Immigration Into Canada, 
cald that one of the factors attracting 
American farmers was the fact that 
peace and order were more assured In 
Canada tha-n In the United States. This 
is undoubtedly true, and to an extent 
which opens up a very interesting field 
for speculation as to future develop- 
ments along that particular line. It is 
apparent to the least observant that 
the times are out of joint in the United 
Stales In respect to the phases of na- 
tional life to which Lord Stracheona 
lias directed attention anew. Tile ex- 
istence of peace and order in til i great 
Republic are gravely imperi"ut!, the 
disclosures made at the Moycr-Hay- 
wood trial at Poise, and of San Fran- 
cisco's shame, being calculated lo seii- 
ously alarm its most sober-minded 
friends. And it must be regretfully 
admitted that the signs do not portend 
an early improvement in those undes- 
irable conditions. So it would seem 
that the exodus to Canada from the 
United States, of people who are at- 
tracted by the better order of things 
prevailing in this country, is not in 
any sc-nso an ephemeral movement, 
which will soon subside, but one pro- 
mising to Increase in volume, until it 
assumes proportions having a tre- 
mendous effect on the development tf 
Canada. The situation Is one which 
ought to stimulate us to guard as a 
priceless possession the reputation we 
boar us a country guaranteeing to all 
protection, liberty and order, and all 
that constitute the blessings of life 
tinder the British ilag.

RAIL CONNECTION 

It is with great regret that we notice 
tlie attitude of the Times inwards the 
great question of rail connection wltn 
the Mainland. For some inexplicable 
reason It has seen fit to disregard 
the course which the federal prem- 
ier saw fit to adopt and seeks to 
make this highly Important matter 
one dependent upon the action of Mr. 
McBrlde. While differences of opinion 
exist as to the wisdom of the plan by 
which Sir Wilfrid Laurier arranged 
for the construction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, no one disputes the 
foresight shown In the policy, which 
is leading to the construction of a new 
transcontinental railway. Sir Wilfrid 
exhibited bis appreciation of the 
transportation problem by appointing 
a Royal Commission lo Investigate, 
among other things, new routes for 
traffic. He gave Ills third exhibition 
of recognition of the Important part 
which transportation is bound to play 
in Canadian and Imperial affairs by 
proposing the "All-Red" line. We 
think we do him simple justice when 
we say that he has shown that he 
regards the question of transportation 
as one of the most important, if not 
the most important, before the people 
of Canada, and from this opinion there 
are probably no dissenters, lie carried 
the last federal elections because the 
people regarded him as tho , represen- 
tative of improved transportation fa- 
cilities for Canada. The Commission- 
ers appointed by him recommended an 
immediate and thorough investigation 
of the best line for a railway from Al- 
berta, to Vancouver Island ports. This 
was two years ago, and since that time 
no action whatever has been taken to 
give effect to this recommendation. We 
have urged our representatives at Ot- 
tawa to bring this matter to the at- 
tention of Parliament and the Times 
says thai this has made it "impatient." 
If we were urging something which 
an opponent of the government had 
suggested, we could understand our 
contemporary's impatience, but when 
what we are asking for is something 
suggested by the appointees of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and which .Mr. To

Another 
misnomer is "Portler Pass," which 
should be "Porllor Pass," having been 
named In 171)1 after Senor Porlier by 
Don Franclco Eliza. The third error 
Is that which nearly every one makes, 
namely, the calling of the channel be- 
tween Mayne and Gallano islands 
"Plumper's I'ass." The proper name 
is Active Pass, and It is derived from 
the fact that the U, S. surveying 
steamer "Active" was the first steam 
vessel to use the pass, which she did 
in 1856. Plumper's Pass is between 
Discovery Island and the Chain Is- 
lands. We are glad to be reminded of 
these things by Capt. Walbran and 
hope that every one, the Colonist in- 
cluded,- will take notice and govern 
themselves accordingly.

Customs, Inland revenue, postal re- 
turns, freight receipts, clearing house 
figures, all show that this is Victoria's 
growing lime. Tho total collections 
at the Victoria customs house for tho 
month of June show an excess of $69|- 
531.12 over the totals for the same 
month of the previous year and are. 
in excess of any previous month on 
record. The Inland revenue collec- 
tor's receipts are $8,980.21 above the 
figures for the corresponding month 
of lUOti, and also are in excess of any 
month since the establishment of the 
Victoria office. The revenue received 
by the customs for admission of 
Chinese by poll tax is far in excess 
of the amounts totalled In any month 
since the headtax of $500 upon each 
Chinaman entering the Dominion was 
placed in force on Jan. 1, 1904. The 
freight receipts of the local railway 
offices, the malls received and sent, 
arc all in exeess of any previous 
month. The returns of the railway 
companies are not yet available, but 
the agents say they are in excess of 
previous years. During May the 
freight receipts of the local office of 
the C. P. R. nearly trebled the receipts 
of the same month of the previous 
5 ear. 

The returns for June at the Vic- 
toria customs house were as follows: 

Imports— Free, $100,112, dutiable, 
531 1,841; total, $414,953. 

Collections— Duty, $98,082.01; Chi- 
nese revenue, $3:5,32!) ; other revenue, 
$10.15; total, $131,421. lfi.

During the latter part of May and ill 
June — the returns of the Chinese rev- 
enue for June Including part of those 
not entered the previous month— 00 
Chinese who paid the headtax of $500 
entered Canada. ■ Of these a number 
are students, perhaps a dozen in nil, 
who paid the headtax as a deposit to 
he refunded in eighteen months time 
if it is shown the students are bona 
fide seekers after education. The 
amount secured from payments of 
headtax totalled $33,000, the remainder 
being made up of $20 paid by 20 re- 
turning Chinese for certificates which 
will allow of them entering the 
Dominion again after a holiday spent 
in their fatherland. In addition $300 
| was levied against a local Chinese as 
| a fine for attempting to evade pay- 
ment of headtax.

Results of Premier McBride's 
Efforts to Secure Just 
Treatment 



Care Taken to Leave the Way Open 
for Further Endeavors to Obtain 
the Rights of the Province 



London, June 15. — In Introducing 
the Bill to amend the British North 
America Act In the Imperial House of 
Commons on Thursday, June 13, Mr. 
Winston Churchill, the under secretary 
of state for the Colonics said: 

"I have to ask the House to grant 
me' leave to Introduce a measure to 
amend the British North America Act. 
The necessity for this Act has arisen 
from the following circumstances. It 
is not a measure which affects in any 
.way party feeilng In this house. It la 
hot a measure that Is of great Import- 
ance to the people of this country, but 
It raises large issues, and has excited 
a good deal of attention and intere.it in 
Canada, and 1 think it would he more 
respectful to ' those large interests 
which are concerned and also to the 
House of Commons, and perhaps 
would In some degree favor the rapid 
course of the legislation, if I said a 
few words in explanation of what this 
measure Is. Under the British North 
America Act, ,JSG7, the Dominion of 
Canada agreed to pay to the Provinc- 
ial Governments certain sums of 
money In aid of their local and Prov- 
incial expenditure. These sums were 
calculated in two ways. There was 
first of all a fixed subvention and then 
there was also a payment to 'each 
province in proportion to the popula- 
tion. This arrangement was made in 
1867. It proved almost immediately to 
be Inadequate, and for the last 25 
years all the Provinces of Canada have 
been asking the government for. an al- 
teration In the system of payment. A 
conference was held at Quebec In 1887, 
at which all the provinces were rep- 
resented. This conference prepared a 
revised scale of payments, agreed upon 
a revised scale, and the scale of nav- 
ments as agreed upon by the confer- 
ence is the basis of new proposals In 
the bill, The resolution of the 1SS7 
conference were reaffirmed bv all the 
states In 11)02, and the federal govern- 
ment called a conference In 1S06 at 
Ottawa, where all the states were rep- 
resented, and where there was unani- 
mous agreement In tin.' adoption of tin 
proposals embodied in this bill, with 
this exception, British Columbia pro- 
tested at the conference that she was 
entitled to special consideration. 

"It was said that the special cir- 
cumstances of British Columbia aris- 
ing out of her great area of territory, 
which was thinly populated, constitu- 
ted a claim on the part of the province 
for a more lavish grant than was of- 
fered to tthe other provinces. This 
clnim was recognized by other mem- 
bers of the conference, and by the 
federal government to thla extent, that 
an additional subvention of $100.00(1 
was accorded to British Columbia for 
ten years. Thr*»governmont and the 
prime minister of British Columbia did 
not agree that this contribution was 
adequate. They considered that al- 
though their view would be met to 
some extent, It was not sufficiently met 
to satisfy the claim they mode. 

"On the 25th of March, 1907, the 
parliament of British Columbia pas- 
sed a resolution protesting against the 
subvention, alleging It was inadequate, 
and especially protesting against its 
being made a final and irrevocable 
settlement. They also laid before His 
Majesty a petition asking that the leg- 
islation to give effect to the resolution 
of the Ottawn conference should not 
be made an arrangement of a final and 
unalterable character. I do not desire 
to enter Into the merits or differences 
of opinion between British Columbia 
and the other provinces and the fed- 
eral government. We do not know, 
none of us can know enough about the 
relative interests of the different prov- 
inces concerned to be able to judge on 
which side the merits of the claim lie. 
On the other hand I should be very 
sorry if it were thought that the action 
which H. M. government had decided 
to take, meant that we desire to es- 
tablish as a precedent that whenever 
there is a difference upon a constitu- 
tional amendment between the federal 
government and one of the provinces 
that If. M. government will always be 
prepared necessarily to accent the fed- 
eral point of view as against the nrov- 
ine'lnl point of view. Such a deduc- 
tion would be of too sweeping a char- 
acter. The question we have to aslt 
ourselves is. do the constitutional 
amendments which are now demanded 
command the support of n great ma- 
jority of the people of Canada, and 
about that I think there can be no 
doubt whatever. The federal govern- 
ment, In which British Columbia Is 
represented, bus expressed its opinion, 
and all the provinces are In favor of 
the arrangement embodied In this' bill 
with the exception of one of the smal- 
lest provinces. Five millions of the 
population of Canada are represented 
In support of the measure as against] 
lTR.oon, the population of British Col- 
umbia. We have therefore decided 
that we shall Introduce n bill to give 
effect to the wishes of the great ma- 
jority of the Canadian people. Sev- 
eral ('an.'idian statesmen who have 
been in this country have urged very 
strongly the Importance of proceeding 
with this legislation. The prime min- 
ister of On. -bee. Sir Wilfrid Laurler. 
Mr. Fielding, the fina'iico minister of 
the Dominion, till have made personal 
application to me noble friend, Lord 
Elgin or to myself upon this question. 
TTpon the other hand. Mr. McBl'Ide, the 
prime minister of British Columbia, 
has also stated his ca -,o very fully to 
us. He has with great frankness, and 
much force placed us In possession of 
the views and grievances of British 
Columbia. We have endeavoured as 
far as possible, while wo hre unable to 
adopt his opinions entirely, to mn.lte' 
the legislation agreeable to him. and 
we have not Introduced into the legis- 
lation the words "final and unalter- 
able" which It hod been Proposed to 
Introduce, and which would have pre- 
judiced British Columbia's chance of 
making some other friendly arrange- 
ments In the future with the Dominion 
anil with the other provinces. 

"There is only one point to which 
I should like to draw the attention 
of the house, and that is the urgency 
of this measure. I do not trust that 
In this measure we may have the 
sympathy of the house for its early 
passage, In a letter from Mr. Field- 
ing in Which he says "this question 
of the financial arrangement 'between 
the Dominion and the provinces has 
been the subject of anxious considera- 



tion 1 for a number of years. Should 
anything occur. to. postpone the pas 
'sage of the ' bill' some of the provinces 
will find themselves In a position of 
considerable embarrassment. I there- 
fore hope . that. tlift-„j.niperlal govern 
ment and parliament will be able to 
facllhite the passage of the hill at the 
earliest possible moment." 

"The Dominion of Canada does not 
make large Inroads upon our parlia- 
mentary time, and its affairs in no 
manner effect our parliamentary bus- 
iness, and I therefore respectfully ex- 
press the hope that it may ho given 
if the house approves of the general 
principle of the measure, the assist- 
ance which It -:desires In carrying 
through this legislation. I now. ask 
leave to introduce the bill." 

Mr. Churchill then went to the bar 
of the house and brought In the bill, 
which was accordingly formally read a 
first time. 

A special article In the Times, after 
reviewing the work of the conference 
and Mr. McBride's action concludes: 

"Constitutionally, It appears to.be an 
open question whether it was at all 
Incumbent on the Dominion govern- 
ment to come to the Imperial authori- 
ties for confirmation of the arrange- 
ment recommended by the coherence 
and accepted by the Canadian parlia- 
men. It is held by many that the 
scheme for the readjustment of sub- 
sidies does not per se Involve an am- 
endment ot' tlie British North America 
Act, but simply brings into effect a. 
new schedulo of allowances which the 
Dominion parliament, by virtue of Its 
sovereign rights ove'r the disposition 
of its own revenues, has power to al- 
ter at will. However, the policy of 
the Dominion government being as far 
as possible to Import finality Into tlx.' 
new arrangements, in order that the 
provinces might not come back from 
time to time with renewed demands, 
it was no doubt felt to be safer and 
more effectual to have resort to im- 
perial legislation. To this end it was 
declared by the resolutions, embodied 
in a petition to his Majesty by the 
Dominion parliament that the arrange- 
ment decided upon should be "final 
and unalterable." 

"To this the government and leg- 
islature of British Columbia took seri- 
ous exception, protesting In a long 
series of resolutions against tying 
that province down to a sum regard- 
ing tlie sufficiency of which official In- 
quiry by commission had been denied, 
and which had been rejected as wholly 
Inadequate by the premier at the con- 
ference In question', and subsequently 
by tlie people at .the polls. Mr. Mc- 
Bride soon after proceeded to Loudon 
to prevent if possible, the confirm- 
ation of the arrangement by the im- 
perial authorities, and particularly in 
the form originally desired. Without 
the explanation which . the premier 
was to give to the colonial secretary 
;is to the position of the province and 
its special demands and requirements, 
toe colonial office would naturally 
have given effect verbatim et litera- 
tim to the Dominion Act. it is evi- 
dent, hovvever, from the terms of the 
act ;is now introduced, and from the 
observations made by the tinder-sec- 
retary for the colonies, that the prem- 
ier has succeeded in eliminating the 
words "final and unalterable" proposed 
to be inserted, and In keeping the door 
open for the continuation of tlie ne- 
gotiations with the Dominion govern- 
ment for what he regards as falrei 
t^rms for his province A clause in 
the act in question specifically reserve.' 
the right of any province to make fur- 
ther claims upon tlie Dominion, which 
is obviously a recognition of British 
Columbia's right to continue to press 
its claims upon the Dominion. 

"The act in question is tlie first in 
which there has been any legislation 
affecting the British North America 
Act since confederation, and is there- 
fore without precedent." 

The Standard says: "The squel Is 
found In Mr. McBride's presence In 
London during the past mouth, when 
he has urged the claims of his pro- 
vince upon the colonial office. He has 
so far succeeded with the fateful 
words "final and unalterable" which 
formed part of the Canadian govern- 
ment's proposed Amendment to the 
North British America Act, have been 
eliminated, and the door left open for 
further negotiations between British 
Columbia and the Dominion ministers. 
Mr. McBride is understood to be well 
satisfied with the result and expresses 
his confidence that in the end the Do- 
minion government will be brought to 
accept bis proposal that the amount 
of subsidy to his province from the 
federal treasury should he made the 
subject or arbitration by a court of 
three, nominated respectively by the 
United Kingdom, the Dominion of Can- 
tula, and the province of British Col- 
umbia. The bill just submitted to the 
house carries out tlie compact of 1903 
between the Dominion and the provin- 
ces, except in so far as the British! 
Columbia subsidy is concerned, and 
that is left over for subsequent ne- 
gotiations. The urgency of the matter 
Is explained by the fact that the bill 
must receive tin- royal assent before 
tin- close of the current fiscal year, i. j 
e., June 30."

Will Endeavor to Mako Long Trip 
Without Making a Single Call- 
Gruesome Find in Sea King's Hold. 



The steel .screw, spar deck steamer 
v adso, ex-Bordeaux, purchased from 
the AJctlea Dmpsk Vadso (Pedersen & 
Meinlch) of Christia-na, Norway, bv the 
Boscowitz Steamship Company of" this 
eity at a cost of approximately $1U0,- 
000 for service on ;he Victoria-North- 
ern British Columbia route in con- 
junction with the company's steamer 
Venture left Liverpool yesterday tor 
Victoria, and is expected to arrive in 
September. , . 

The Vadso will make a novel record 
on her outward voyage — she is to make 
the run from Liverpool around Cape 
Horn to Victoria without making a 
single call. To allow of this being 
don she bus taken a full cargo of 
Welsh coal on board so that the bunk- 
ers may be replenished from the cargo 
instead" of necessitating the putting 
into a coaling port, as Is usual on such 
a long voyage. 

The deal for the purchase of the 
Vadso lias been ta progress for some 
time, and Capt. Johnston of the Ven- 
ture, with Mr. Burns, second engineer, 
were sent to Liverpool, where the 
steamer was lying to look her over. 
Upon their report being made to the 
satisfaction of the Boscowitz Steam- 
ship Company the deal was completed 
and the steamer placed In dock to be 
overhauled and made ready for her 
long voyage' to Victoria, on which the 
steamer started yesterday. 

The Vadso Is a steM screw steamer 
with two decks, of Oil tons gross, 699 
tons net, with capacity for 1,100 tons 
dead weight of cargo. She was under 
the Swedish flag, but the Boscowitz 
Steamship Company has had the re- 
gister changed and the Vadso has been 
registered as a British vessel sailing 
out of the port of Liverpool. She was 
built in 1SS1 by the Motala Company 
of Gothenburg, and englned by . the 
builders. She had a new boiler in- 
stalled shortly before being taken over 
by her new owners. 

The new vessel, which will, with the 
Venture, give a weekly service to the 
northern British Columbia ports, is 
190.2 feet long 2S.9 feet beam and 21.0 
feet from the spar deck, being 7.11 be- 
tween decks. She has compound en- 
gines, with two cylinders 23 and 44 
inches in diameter, with a 30 Inch 
stroke, and ha.: 120 nominal horse 
power, giving a speed of ten knots an 
hour. The vessel is fitted with new 
steam winches of the latest type, and 
with derricks capable of lifting a 
twenty ton weight. She has two pole 
masts, and is considered an ideal ves- 
sel for the. trade In which she is lo be 
placed. 

■ A striking feature of the Vadso's 
build is her double bottom and four 
watertight compartments, which makes 
her practically unslnkable. Her spat- 
deck is clear and she lias accommo- 
dation for 210 deck passengers. At 
present there Is no accommodation for 
saloon passengers, and the question of 
building saloon accommodation will be 
taken up on tin- arrival of the vessel 
at this port in September. 

The Vadso has of late been used in 
the general freighting trade between 
Manchester, Liverpool and German and 
Swedish ports, running the .Manchester 
ship canal. Alter being withdrawn 
from this route she was thoroughly 
overhauled al Liverpool, a new boiler, 
put in. She was then* turned over to 
Capt. Johnston, who at once took steps 
to have the vessel' placed under a Bri- 
tish register, and her Swedish Hag was 
replaced by a British jack before she 
left Liverpool iesicrdny. 

The voyage to Victoria Is expected freight 
to occupy about 00 days and would 1 
thus reach port about mid-September. 
The company, which formerly operat- 
ed the steam Barbara Boscowitz, the 
pioneer steamer In the northern trade, 
lias the Venture on a fortnightly 
schedule at the present lime. The C. 
P. B. operates the steamer Amur, and 
wiil shortly add the steamer Princess 
Beatrice, in the 'northern Hade, while 
the Union Steamship Company oper- 
ates the steamer Camosun on the run 
to Nans and' way ports. The business 
on this route has been increasing con- 
stantly, and. with the mtuny projects 
now In contemplation, it is expected 
that further steamers will be required 
to handle , (he prospective business. 
The Union Steamship Company has a 
new steamer, the Cariboo, under con- 
struction, to be ready to leave Englasid 
in August, the C. 1\ R. Is building a 



steamer, and a local company Is being 
organized which, contemplates placing 
two vossels on this route.

_ "Cases of violation of the rules 
brought to the notice of the depart- 
ment will be prosecuted according to 
the law."

NEW AUSTRALIAN LINE 

List of Steamers for Service to Be 
Commenced in August 

The list of steamers to be used in 
tho new Australian line to be operated 
between Tacoma, Victoria, San Fran- 
cisco and Australia and New Zealand 
by Waterhouso & Co., have been an- 
nounced. The first sailing will be 
next month.' 

The schedule names two well known 
vessels of the ' Eric" fleet, the Forerle 
and the Tymeric, and two vessels of 
the Old Ocean Navigation company's 
fleet, the Oceano and Yeddo. The 
Forerle and Tymeric are of 2,591 and 
2,159 tons respectively; the Oceano is 
3,050 tons, and the Yeddo Is 2,975 tons. 

The Foreric, which will make the 
first sailing from the Sound and Vic- 
toria, left Newcastle, N. S. W., for 
San Francisco June 13. She will take 
tho first of her Australian cargo 
the British side, going from here to 
Tacoma. The Foreric will load a 
large shipment of lumber at British 
Columbia mills, thence to Tacoma. 
From the Sound she will complete her 
cargo at San Francisco before sailing 
for Australia. 

Following tho Foreric, the Tymeric 
will visit the Sound. She is reported 
as arriving at Mollendo from Iqulquu 
on May 10, which is the latest advice 
of her. The Yeddo is the third sail- 
ing. She wdll load coal at Newcastle 
for San Francisco, at which port she 
is due during the latter part of Aug- 
ust. 

The Oceano is en route to San Fran- 
cisco, having sailed from Madeira on 
May 14.

Tho Lyra made a quick trip south, 
occupying nine days from St. Michael. 
Before she left the Yukon mouth the 
river steamers T. W. Kerr. Hannah, 
Sewatka, Louise and Ella had arrived, 
the last named bringing $30,000 in bul- 
lion. 

From Nome news was received that 
the damaged steamer Ohio was ready 
to leave for the south ten days ago. 
Repairs, sufficient to allow of mak- 
ing the voyage down has been made, 
and it was expected a start would be 
made as soon as two pumps l>#lng 
brought north had arrived. Capt. Arm- 
strong was under the impression that 
the Ohio would leave Nome, within a 
few days after the Lyra.

Tho emi- 
gration company contracted with the 
immigrant to pay him $1.10 daily, 
pocketing fifteen cents per diem on 
eaeli man, 

Tlie removal of the restrictions plac- 
ed by tho home government on Japan- 
ese, the number of passports issued 
monthly having up to recently been 
limited, has resulted in large increas- 
es in the number of Japanese arrlv- 
iug here both direct and from Hono- 
lulu. The steamers of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, which ply forthnlghtly 
to Victoria bring over 200 Japanese for 
British Columbia on every trip.

The following regulations have been 
drawn up by the city solicitor at the 
instance of the parks board and will 
be formally authorized by them at a 
meeting to be held this week. They 
will then go to the city council and a 
bylaw drafted ordaining a penalty of 
$50 for any Infringement of them: 

J. The regulations herein contained 
are intended to supplement the regu- 
lations conVUned In the Parks bylaw 
of the council No, 350, and the "said 
regulations, with the modifications 
herein appearing, are re-enacted and 
shall be observed by all persons. 

2. There shall be excluded from the 
said public squares, parks and 
grounds, all drunken or filthy persons, 
vagrants or notoriously bad characters, 
and the officers employed by the 
board are hereby empowered to re- 
move therefrom any person who is 
violating any bylaw of the council oi- 
ls committing- any nuisance, or Is 
guilty of any \dissorrierly conduct 
therein. 

o. No person shall ride or drive any 
horse, bicycle, motor bicycle, automo- 
bile or other vehicle upon or through 
any of the public squares, parks on 
other ornamental grounds at 11 greater 
speed than eight miles an hour. 

That the board may further restrict 
the speed of all vehicles whenever and 
wherever considered necessary, of 
Which notice shall be legibly printed 
and exposed with sufficl nt publicity 
at one side of the mad or drive at tin 
commencement or termination of the 
parts desired to be indicated. 

4. The following acts and matters 
are prohibited In the parks and public 
places of the city as specified: 

(I) Riding or driving on any turf, 
grass, plot or green sward. 

(-) Teaming and carting heavy 
loads. 

(3) The removal of turf, gravel, 
earth, sand and rock. 

(4) The climbing of trees, the break- 
ing, peeling, cutting, defacing, remov- 
ing, injuring or destroying of trees or 
shrubs, flowers, roots or gross. 

(•".) The placing or depiT.dtlng of 
dead animals and any dump or waste 
material or matter. 

( 6 1 'a rpet beating. 

(7) Tile grazing of cattle, horses or 
swine, and all animals found in diso- 
bedience to this regulation will be 
Impounded. 

(8) The discharging of firearms, 
catapults, bows and arrows, fireworks 
and the lighting of fires in the pub- 
lic parks, or on the beach In the im- 
mediate vicinity of any park or pub- 
lic place. 

(9) Walking on the grass, where a 
notice prohibits, and on the grass of 
a boulevard. 

(10) Injury or defacement, in any 
form, to gates, lock's, bolts or fences, 
seats or benches or ornaments or pub- 
lic notices or other property. 

(II) Advertising In .any form, save 
with the consent In writing of the 
parks board. 

(12) All dogs found in the parks and 
public places, unaccompanied by the 
owner or custodian, may be Impound- 
ed. 

(1.1) Permitting or allowing .logs to 
be at large within 100 yards of any 
ornamental works or to swim In the 
waters of the parks of public places, 
and Ihe chasing or teasing of any fowl 
or animal. 

(11) The throwing of stones, sticks, 
earth or oilier rubbish in any of the 
lakes or waters. 

05) The playing of games of base- 
ball, football, cricket, hockey, or golf, 
save in .such portions a s may be sot 

aside for the purpose. 

(Hi) The sale of refreshments and 
generally the sale of goods wive with 
tile written permission of the paries 
board, 

(17) The erection of poles for tele- 
graph, telephone or other purposes in 
the public parks, and the planted por- 
tions of public places. 

(IS) Driving or riding 011 the *.rong

ATTACKS THE POPE 

Remarkable Letter of Five Prieste to 
Pius X. Is Published 

Loudon, July — An open letter nd- 
dressed to Plus X., from five priests, 
whose names, howovci, arc withhold, 
has Just appeared In Rome, it is a re- 
markable reply to tho Papal allocution 
of April 17, when the Holy Father 
called upon tho Bishops to co-operate 
with him in driving out those who 
wore sowers of tares, apostles of mon- 
strous heresies, and rebels .who dream- 



ed of tho renewal of dogma by a re- 
turn to the pure gospel, apart from the 
authority of tho Church and of theo- 
logy. The authors, who aro evidently 
members of tho Liberal Catholic move- 
ment, beg'n by reminding the Pope of 
the burden of his first encyclical, In 
which ho invited the co-operation of 
all men of good will In the Christian 
restoration of society. It Is because, 
believing In the sincerity and the 
clear Intelligence of that call, they set 
themselves to employ the only means 
which could give It effect, that ful- 
mlnatlons, are now launched against 
them by the authority they thought 
Ihey were obeying, "Your programme, 
Holy Father, of restoring all things in 
Christ was a noble one," nays th let- 
ter; "but remember that pious wishes 
and the holiest intentions are not 
enough to give effect to It, and that the 
way which you have chosen leads In 
an opposite direction. You have evinc- 
ed, as It were a horror of science and 
democracy which wo had aimed at. 
leading hack Into the church. You 
have, closed tho gates against them. A 
frank .and loyal sincerity must be tho 
guide of all our research, for all our 
work would he contrary to the Divine 
spirit, which Is the spirit of truth. If It 
were not guided by the desire of ob- 
jective truth."

In any reference to the lumber In- 
dustry it would he Invidious to single 
out one firm lo the prejudice of an- 
other, for all have Interests In com- 
mon and are engaged in the manu- 
facture of similar products. The firms 
doing business here are J. A. Sayward, 
.Tamos Leigh & Sons, H. V, Graham 
Lumber company, Taylor Mill com- 
pany, Lemon, Gonnnsun & Co., Moore 
it Whlttlngton and the Shawnigan 
Lnke Lumber company. The latter 
company, however, maintains only an 
office and yards in the city. Its mills 
are located at' Shawnigan lake, liS miles 
from the city. 

It Is worthy of remark that every 
one of these mills had modern appli- 



ances, labor saving ton]:', and all the 
facilities now known for the economi- 
cal handling of logs ami production of 
finished product. At different times 
these various local plants operate both 
day and night, working -U hours out 
of the 24, hut owing to the disinclin- 
ation of labor to work at Inconvenient 
hours because of the case with which 
day labor is obtainable, the night 
shifts have been discontinued. 

The H. P. Graham Lumber Company, 
Limited, Is the latest acquisition to the 
Victorian mill Industry. The first cut 
iinadc by the company was on Peh. 20 
of the current year. The company 
has experienced great inconvenience 
in getting new machinery ordered for 
delivery three months ago and not. yet 
in the yard. There is hut little di- 
versity of output among the mills, all] 
of them doing general mill work for 
the local trade, such as sash, shingles, 
doors, moulding, mantles, etc. The J. 
A. Sayward mill, however, makes all 
kinds id' fruit and berry boxes. 

The logging situation in tho various 
timber camps has not materially af- 
fected the mills. There are any quan- 
tity of logs available at a somewhat 
reduced price. The logging situa- 
tion, however, is one about which the 
mill men here hear hut little detail 
information further than what is gen- 
erally known, which Is that sixty log- 
ging camps have been discontinued 
and as each camp will average thirty 
loggers, the situation is a serious one 
for them. Saturday last the men 
from the disbanded camps came down 
to Vancouver, where there was dis- 
tributed to them in wages $33,000.. 

.1. A. Sayward, it may bo said,, con- 
trols his! own logging camp at Elk 
Hay, where there are 75 to 100 men 
employed, so the present situation 
marks no change whatever in his 
business, 

There is a very large export of lum- 
ber from here to the prairie provinces, 
tft China and England, but Just now 
owing to tho difficulty In securing 
cars for shipment the market cannot 
lie satisfied. Then too, a number of 
tho mills a*o so loaded up with local 
orders they cannot entertain any for- 
eign business whatever. 

The local demand for house building 
material Is greater now Hum ever be- 



fore in the history of the city, denot- 
ing its growth and the Incoming of 
citizens from abroad seeking homes in 
a city especially favored as a residen- 
tial centre. 

The Victoria branch of the British 
Columbia Lumber and Shingle Manu- 
facturer's Association, Limited, reports 
the local demand throughout the prov- 
ince as greater than ever before 
known, a condition leading to but one. 
conclusion, that British Columbia Is 
In the public eye, that settlers tire be- 
ginning to know its advantages, Its 
opportunities, its magnificent climatic 
.and other conditions, which tend to a 
profitable career and a happy home.

In the London Financial Times ot 
Juno 12 appeared a letter written from 
Victoria by some person who Is 1 de- 
scribed as "our own correspondent." 
Iti the letter appears tho following re- 
markable passage: 

"While Prince Rupert is far to tho 
north of Victoria and tho site of the 
place Is uninhabited, the climate is 
such that the fine harbor it possesses 
is free from ice fully six months in tho 
year, and can bo kept open for naviga- 
tion by tho use of ice-breakers at all 
seasons. The warm Japan current 
which flows south along this const 
prevents ice-fields from forming In tho 
ocean. Consequently, Prince Rupert 
harbour Is as available for steamshlp.3 
as any to the south of It." 

Hon. J. If. Turner, the agent general 
for British Columbia, promptly sup- 
plied the Financial Times with a cor- 
rection; his letter appearing two days 
after the other. Mr. Turner wrote, 
after quoting the above passage: 

"Now, this, Is likely lo prove very 
misleading to those •unfamiliar with 
Prince Rupert Harbor, for the latter 
does not freeze, and during my resi- 
dence «r nearly forty years in British 
Columbia I never herd of any of tho 
salt water harbors of that provlnco 
being frozen so as to obstruct naviga- 
tion at all."
